There  can  be  no  doubt,  that  tlie  circumstances  ^ 
connected  with  the  rise  of  our  cause,  have  reijui- 
red  a  large  jirojvirtion  of  iiolemical  preaching. 
This,  however,  nndi  r  all  cin  umstances,  should 
be  practiced  with  much  humility  tiiid  caution,  lc.st 
it  cause  us  to  overlook  and  neglect  the  great  dutv  ■ 
of  encouraging  a  jiractical  and  evangelical  jiiety.  ! 

Possibly  there  was  a  time  when  loo  many  of  our 
preacher^  were  more  umhilious  to  demolish  error, ; 
than  to  establish  truth.  That  lime,  however,  hasj 
passed  away;  and  now,  happily,  tljp  cflbri  every 


where,  is,  to  cultivate  and  dispense  the  fruits  of  ge¬ 
nuine  faith.  'J'he  times  have  changed.  'I'hc 
grounds  have  I  ecu  broken  U|i — the  rubbish  has 
been  removed;  and  under  a  well  directed  culture, 
wc  rejoice  to  see  the  natural  tendencies  of  onr  ri  - 
ligioii  exemplilving  themsidves  in  ibe  spirit  of  a 
pure  and  holy  devotion,  and  the  exercise  of  a  cheer- 
i'nl  anil  practical  piety. 

2.  I  have  sometimes  thought  we  have  eited  in 
eonsidering  ourselves  a  sect,  iu  the  family  of  sects. 
In  any  sen.se  wherein  this  term  can  have  any  just 
application  to  us,  there  are,  in  fact,  but  two  seel- 
in  (Jbrisiendom — Pariialisni  and  Universali-m. 
The  former,  indeed,  has  been  abundantly  inolilie, 
whereby  a  multiinde  of  sects  ol'  slight  variations, 
has  been  produced — mimcious  v  arieties  of  a  eom- 
moii  species.  We,  too,  may  be  in  danger  of  a 
similar  multiplication  in  onr  grand  division;  but 
the  idea  of  a  sect,  as  applied  to  Universali-is,  is 
ipiite  loo  resirielive  to  comprehend  the  great  and 
extensive  designs  of  onr  systems.

now.  Amiiiii.iu,  revenge,  lealousy,  envy,  haired, 
pride  tmd  deceit,  u  ith  theiroj'jiositcs,  ehaiily,  hope, 
iienevolcnce.  kindness,  pity,  ju>iiee  and  love,  arc 
the  same  , (.<(/■,  as  then:  and  as  liiesc  wiiii  their 
various  niodilieaiio.'is,  are  the  ingredl.-nls  wiiieh 
compii-e  Imman  nature,  the  jiages  of  history  are 
rife  wiih  iasirueiion.  We  there  learn  by  i-xample, 
that  true  greatness  and  goodness  are  inscparalde, 
and  that  human  happiness  depends  alone,  upon 
the  culii\ ailon  of  viriuous  principh's.  We  should 
look  upon  the  actors  in  the  great  dramaof  the  past, 
though  slumbering  in  tlie  moss-groun  tombs  of 
ages,  as  mirrors  which  refl.'et  omselves;  and  as 
virtue  and  vice,  with  their  attendant  conseipiences, 
are  hebl  i.p  before  us,  wi;  slioiiM  cling  to  the  one, 
and  avoid  the  other,  lli-ilory  is  not  n-ctul  to  us 
merely  a  -  a  faiiiiful  recorder  of  events  ;  but  ns  the 
delineator  of  the  human  heart.  It  exhibits  human 
passions  in  all  their  infinite  varieties,  stamped  with 
the  sc.al  of  reality — we  sec  things  as  they  are,  and 
who  I'ver  contemplated,  long  tmd  deeply,  the  past 
without  fetding  wtirnings  liirthe  future, deeply  im¬ 
pressed  upon  the  heart.

Wc  never  ask  w  hy  the  chtirncler  of  tin;  .'saviour 
of  mankind  li.as  been  so  much  iidmireil  both  hy 
believer  and  unbeliever;  but  wc  often  :isk  why 
he  has  so  lew  imitators — wdiy  the  record  of  Ins 
life,  ri(  h  with  |)r(;eept  and  example,  shoidd  be  so 
little  sought  alicr,  as  a  pattern  of  all  Imman  ex¬ 
cellence — and  the  answer  is  found  in  the  Hilly  and 
sliort-sighicdiicssof  man.

suits  of  measures  thus  instituted  liy  the  intellect  artd  mo¬ 
ral  seiitimerils.  with  the  results  of  tire  merely  atrimni 
metbnd.

views  do  not  confomid  brrt  rather  mark  ont  more  defi¬ 
nitely  the  innnutalrle  distinction  hetweerr  right  and 
wrong— l)..‘tween  crime  and  misfortune.  I  refer  all  w  l;o 
w  i^il  to  know  the  eorrstitnlioii  of  tttan.  its  adaptation  to 
external  objects,  and  the  liest  modes  of  imjiio\i!rg  ti.elt 
tfKow-beings  in  know  ledge  and  virtue,  to  the  book  itself 
'I'o  i>arcnts  and  instriirtors,  I  can  recommend  no  move 
valualile  work  for  their  direction  in  duty:  and  I  would 
that  every  legi.-lator  itt  our  land  would  study  it.

Uuiler  liie  animal  system,  ns  wc  have  altea'K 
seen,  no  ttu  asures  exeeirt  the  excitettrent  of  terror, 
are  taken  to  p/rcen/ the  commission  ot’  eiimo. — 
Under  the  iiiora!  plan,  as  soon  as  a  ii  ri'l'-ncv  to 
abuse  the  faculties  apiteared  in  any  indix idnal,  in¬ 
stant  means  of  prevention  would  be  resorted  to. 
beeaiise  the  sentiments  could  not  be  saii-;ie,I  un¬ 
less  litis  were  done.  Unrler  the  animal  y-irm. 
no  iiepiirv  is  made  irrto  the  future  jtroeecdiags  i  i 
the  otli  nder.  tieil  he  is  turned  loose  n]ion  .soeioiy 
nti.'er  ihi-  unab.-ited  influence  of  all  the  e;m-os 
which  led  to  his  itrfrirrgement  of  the  law;  and,  as 
r  treets  never  cease  while  their  causr  s  conti.ane  to 
operate,  he  repeats  his  otl'enec,  and  beei.mcs  the 
o!)ject  of  a  new  animal  infliction.  Under  ilic  mo¬ 
ral  system,  the  eatrses  would  be  removed,  and  the 
evil  etleets  would  cease. 

Under  the  animal  system,  the  projrensities  of 
the  oHi  txler  am!  society  are  maintaitred  in  hahirtt- 
al  exeitement ;  titr  the  punishment  priHceds  I’rom 
the  attimal  faenhies,  and  is  likewise  arldrcsscii  to 
them.  Flogging,  for  instance,  proceeds  from  De¬ 
structiveness,  and  is  addressed  solely  to  sensation 
am!  fear.  The  tread-mill  sjirings  from  Dcst.'-uc- 
liveness  in  a  milder  form,  and,  as  its  sr  ’e  object 
is  to  cause  annoyance  to  the  ofl’ender,  it  is  obvious¬ 
ly  addressrd  r)nly  to  Cautiousness  and  bis  s,  ;H^t. 
feelings.  Htmging  and  decapitation  undeiaablv 
s’tring  from  Desiriictivcness.  tind  are  administered 
a-  terrors  to  ilic  ['ropensitics  of  persons  crimi¬ 
nally  (lis|)osed.  These  pnnishmems.  again,  t  spe¬ 
cially  tire  last,  are  calculated  to  grafity  the  animal 
faeulties,  and  none  else,  in  the  spectators  wlio  wit- 
nes.-  them.  The  exeerttion  of  a  criminal  obvious¬ 
ly  interests  and  excites  Destructiveness.  Cautious¬ 
ness,  at.d  Self-Esteem,  in  the  beholder,  and.  no¬ 
thing  can  he  farther  removed  than  such  exhibi- 
biiioiis  from  the  proper  foorl  of  Benevulenee,  A’e- 
nernlion,  and  Coii.sciemioi(snc.ss. 

Uii'ler  the  moral  system,  again,  the  faeuliies 
exert  iscd  and  a'ldrcssed  in  resfraiiiing  ard  in- 
sttnetirtg  the  oU’emler  are,  as  exelusivelv  as  possi¬ 
ble.  the  human  powers.  The  propeiisifies  are 
em|)loyed  merely  as  the  servantsof  the  moral  sen- 
timetris  in  accomplishing  tlreir  benignant  jnrrposes. 
and  Benevolence  is  as  actively  engaged  in  behalf 
of  the  oilender  as  of  society  at  large.  The  whole 
inflnetiee  of  the  proceeding  is  ameliorating  and 
elevating. 

Under  the  animal  system  the  ofl'spring  of  parents 
who  have  been  recently  engaged  in  either  snller- 
ing,  inflicting,  or  witnessing  punishment,  inherit, 
by  the  organic  law,  large  and  active  animal 
organs,  occasioned  by  the  excitement  of  these  or¬ 
gans  in  the  parents.  Thus  a  public  execution, 
from  the  violent  stimulus  which  it  produces  in  the

lower  taculliesof  the  spectators,  may,  within  twcn- 
ly-four  hours  of  its  exhibition,  be  the  direct  cause 
of  a  new  crop  of  victims  for  tlie  gallows.  I 

Under  the  moral  system,  children  born  of  pa¬ 
rents  actively  engaged  in  undergoing,  executitig, 
or  witnessing  the  elevating  and  emiolding  process 
of  moral  reformation,  will,  by  the  organic  law,  in¬ 
herit  an  increased  deveh'peinent  of  the  nitiral  and 
intellectual  organs,  and  bo  farther  removed  than 
their  parents  from  the  risk  of  lapsing  into  crime. 

Under  the  animal  system,  spectators  of  cyme, 
and  accomplices,  need  to  be  bribed  with  large  re¬ 
wards  to  induce  them  to  communicate  their  know-  > 
letlge  of  the  ollence;  and  witnesses  recpiired  to  be  ' 
compelled  by  pentiliies,  t'»  be;tr  testimony  to 
what  they  have  seen  concerning  it.  3Iany  will 
recollect  the  alVetting  pictuie  of  mental  tigony 
drawn  by  the  author  of  Waverley,  whet)  .Icanie 
Deans,  at  the  bar  of  the  Higli  Court  of  Juslicitiry, 
gives  evidence  against  her  sister,  which  was  to  de¬ 
prive  that  sister  of  life.  Parallel  cases  occtir  too 
fre(|ucntly  in  actual  experience.  The  rettl  cause 
of  this  aversion  to  betray,  and  internal  repugnance 
to  give  evidence,  is,  that  the  motiil  sentiments  are 
revolted  by  the  delivery  of  the  culprit  to  the  cruel-  ; 
ty  of  animal  resentment.  ^ 

Under  the  moral  system,  the  higher  sentiment , 
and  intellect  of  the  spectator  of  :i  c^rime,  and  those 
of  the  nearest  relatives  of  the  ollender,  would  unite  j 
w'ith  those  of  society  at  large  in  an  unanimous  de¬ 
sire  to  deliver  him  up  with  the  utmost  s|)eed,  to 
the  ameliorating  influence  of  moral  treatment,  as 
the  highest  benevolence  even  to  himself. 

Under  the  animal  sy  stem,  the  otVice  of  public 
executioner  is  oilious,  execrable,  and  universally 
contetnned.  If  it  were  necessanj  by  the  (  hoator’sl 
institutions,  it  would  jiresent  the  extraonlintiry 
anomaly  of  a  nccessnrif  dul;/  being  execrated  by 
the  moral  sentiments.  This  would  be  a  direct  in¬ 
consistency  between  the  dictates  of  the  superior 
faculties  and  the  arrangement  of  the  external  j 
w'orld.  But  the  animal  executioner  i-s  not  ackow- 
ledged  as  necessary  by  the  human  faculties.  Un-  i 
der  the  moral  system,  the  criminal  would  be  com- ! 
inifted  to  jiersons  whose  duties  would  be  identical 
with  tliose  of  the  clergyman,  the  physician  and  the 
teacher.  These  are  the  executioners  under  the 
moral  law ;  ami,  just  because  their  avocations 
are  highly  grateful  to  the  superior  sentiments,  they 
are  the  most  esteemed  of  mankind.

Winter  is  again  at  hand,  with  its  long  evenings  so  pe¬ 
culiarly  stilted  for  the  laboring  man’s  social  enjoymciit 
and  intellectual  improvement.  Nothing  is  wanting,  af¬ 
ter  bodily  comfort  and  enjoyment  are  secured,  but  the 
means  to  render  them  useful  to  the  moral  and  mental 
powers  also.  The  cheapest  and  best  means,  next  to  a 
good  religious  new.spapcr,  is  a  good  society  library.  I 
do  wish  our  brethren  would  awaken  to  the  iniportance 
of  this  subject.  Every  Uuiversalisl  society  should  have 
one — and  every  such  society  could  have  one,  if  they 
would  but  make  an  etfort.  Thirty  dollars  would  pur. 
chase  every  book  publislied  by  our  order,  that  is  not  al¬ 
ready  in  the  hands  of  some  one  of  its  members.  Those 
thus  alrea<ly  possessed,  could  be  throwu  into  the  coui- 
moti  stock — loaned  to  the  society — and  a  monthly  con- 
tribulion  to  be  paid  m  at  the  society’s  monthly  meetings 
(and  every  society  should  meet  at  hast  once  a  month,  to 
hear  preaching,  or  read  sermons  and  sing  a  few  hymns 
togetlnir— to  distribute  and  receive  the  hook.s,  and  in¬ 
quire  respecting  each  others’  healibs  and  welfare,)  wouhl 
procure  one  or  more  literary,  and  such  religions  jour¬ 
nals  as  are  not  taken  by  any  of  its  members.  Other  books 
might  also  be  added  from  time  to  time,  out  of  the  monthly 
fund,  or  by  private  donation,  or  general  subscription. 
And  when  any  book  baa  been  aufficientlj  read  by  all,  it 


should  be  exchanged  fur  some  other  hook  of  etpial  value 
which  is  owned  and  has  lliiis  been  read  hy  all  the  mem- 
hers  of  some  neiglihuring  society. 

'rims  will  a  very  small  library  of  booi.s  in  eai  li  of  a 
nnmiier  of  neigliburiiig  siM-ieties,  supply  a  very  gieal 
number  ut  persons  with  most  iiscliil  and  interesting 
reading,  year  after  t  ear,  at  a  \er.v  small  expense  it. (It  ed. 
•Viid  il'  proper  tare  be  takiui  of  t!ie  books  and  papers 
once  procured,  their  stock  will  increase  from  year  to 
I  year,  and  must  tend  to  the  increase  of  the  readers  o. 
them  also. 

'I’here  is  certainly  no  more  iiseliil  and  pleasant  mode 
of  emjtloying  leisure  time  than  lliis  plan  will  ailiirt*. 
The  young  and  the  old — the  gay  and  the  grave,  are 
eipially  henelited  liy  it.  It  saves  tlie  eiiihlren  liom  many 
a  mischievous  pr.iukaiiil  vicious  haliil — tlie  parents  In.iii 
many  u  listless  heavy  l:oiir  ul'  (honing  ci.nipl.'iint  and 
yawning  liiiiwsiness — and  ([iiulifies  all,  inal;  and  fenial", 
to  enjoy  existence  and  its  blessings ;  to  adorn  the  circle 
in  which  they  n  ove  with  cheeifid  intelligeiue  and  hap- 
piiu'ss;  and  to  perform  in  the  most  useful  undea.^y  iran- 
ner,  their  various  duties  in  lilt*.
